Mexican affairs continue unsettled. Mira- 
mon's army are reported to have nearly nil 
deserted. The English Minister has pro 
posed a compromise between the two fac 
tions. 

The grand cricket match between the 
United States and Canada commences on 
the flth in the Hoboken cricket grounds. 

The U. S. steam frigate Susquehanna has 
been ordered to the coast of Syria. 

The Prince of Wales has accepted an in- 
vitation to visit St. Louis. 

Europe. 

Advices fiom Syria state that the Chris- 
tians were leaving the interior of the coast, 
to be under the protection of European ves- 
sels. Thirty-two thousand persons had al- 
ready arrived at Dreistesayber. It was said 
that Abdel Kruler had offered his services to 
Napoleon for the suppression of the atroci- 
ties at Lebanon. If the French Government 
will place at his disposal 3,000 men, he en- 
gages to pacify the mountains in very little 
time. 

A treasury loan of 200,000,000 francs is 
proposed in Paris, to carry on a war against 
Syria. The Spanish government are pre- 
paring to send a force to that coast. It was 
reported that a Convention relative to the 
intervention of the great powers in Syria, 
was signeil at Paris on the 2Gth July. French 
troops to the number of 11,000 have gone to 
Syria, and 3,000 English troops and a fleet of 
ships were going. 

Garibaldi has captured Malazzo. Naples 
has ordered all her forces to withdraw from 
Sicily. 

Lord Elphinstone, late Governor of Bom- 
bay, died on the 19th July, aged 5'2 years. 

It is said Sardinia is to have Sicily, and 
France, in return, is to have another slice of 
Sardinian territory. 

Napoleon has expressed his intention of 
preventing the Pope being driven from 
Rome. 

Some trouble is supposed to be brewing 
between Prussia and the United States. 
The nature of the difficulty has not trans- 
pired. 

The Paris Constitution of July 25tli, in an 
article signed by M. Grandgnillo, announces 
that Lord J. Russell had authorized Lord 
Cowley to come to some understanding with 
France respecting the expedition to Syria. 
The same paper says that all the powers 
auree upon that question. The assent of 
Turkey will necessarily follow. It only re- 
mains to determine the basis in order to 
carry out the end which they have in view. 

All the war steamers in the English dock- 
yards are to be matle ready to meet an 
emergency. [At Syria ?] 

Lady Franklin, the devoted widow of the 
Arctic navigator, has, by voluntarily regis- 
tering herself as an annual subscriber to the 
funds of the corps, become un honorary 
member of the North Middlesex (En.) Ri- 
fles. Miss Burdett Coutts is also a volun- 
teer of this class. 

The French proposal for intervention, 
subject to the acquiescence of the Porte, 
was accepted by the Powers. The Turkish 
ambassadors claim essential modifications. 
Russia has authorized Lord John Russell 
to sign for, if the modification should be 
adopted. 

The potato disease, it was reported, had 
been ravaging the fields of the entire south, 
ern coasts of Ireland. The only hope for 
the crop existed in the tact that fine dry 
weather might yet preserve it from destruc- 
tion. 

The grain crop of England, it is feared 
will be a failure. 

Tom Sayers, the English pugilist, was 
lately thrown from his gig and considerably 
injured. 

In the year 1859, England had no fewer 
than 1,51)0,000 depositors in savini/ haul™, 
nation upwards ot 1,000,000. 

Robert Storey, tho " poet of Craven," died 
in London, at the Bge of 6.3 years. 

The Czar of Russia has abandoned his 
scheme of emancipation. A great revolu- 
lutiou is expected in that country very soon.

Incorporation Meeting. 

A large anil influential meeting was con- 
vened at the Colonial Theatre on Saturday 
evening last, with the object of petitioning 
the Legislature to speedily incorporate Vic- 
toria. Elsewhere will be found the resolu- 
tions which passed unanimously. C. 13. 
Young, Esq., waa chairman, and E. H. 
King, Esq., secretary. Speeches on the 
occasion were made by A. Wadilington rind 
G. F. Foster, Esqrs., M. P. P.'s, and Messrs 
Harris, Youne, Hicks, De Cosmos, Shanks 
and NidS, The meeting passed off with 
considerable spirit, and very harmoniously. 
An attempt was made near the entranue.by 
a few of the small fry office-hunters and 
their toadies, to divide the attention of the 
meeting; but they met at their elbows such 
a quiet, but significant rebuke, that they 
very suddenly drew in iheir horns. Though 
marked men, it is hoped they will improve 
their manners ; for they need nut suppose 
that industrious citizens will submit to in- 
terruption from penniless loafers. Another 
attempt was made by the Obstructives to 
break up the meeting by giving a false 
alarm of fire. That dodge did not work, so 
the tag-rag and bob-tail of the Obstructives 
listened to the proceedings in an orderly 
way; and we trust with considerable ad- 
vantage to themselves. After ihe meeting 
was adjourned, a large number of our citi- 
zens appended their names to the petition 
to Ihe Assembly praying for the incorpora- 
tion of Ihe town. 

The entire feeling of the meeting was in 
favor of speedily incorporating the town ; 
and it is hoped that our representatives will 
govern themselves accordingly. Only one 
speaker attempted to defend the Obstruc- 
tives by charging the Reformers with ob- 
structing the passage of Mr. Cary's Incor- 
poration bill. Mr. Wadilington effectually 
silenced the oiator by showing that he had 
uttered an unqualified falsehood, either in- 
tentionally or iynorantly. We confess that 
any one who would obstruct such a bill as 
Mr. Cary brought forward, would be a pub- 
lic benefactor; for the thing if made law in 
its original stale would have proved an in- 
jury instead of a benefit io ihe town. Why 
the learned member for Victoria did not 
make his appearance is not very clear. He 
certainly would have stood higher to-day in 
public estimation, had lie come forward and 
defended his public conduct even if his 
defence had been a lame one itself. The 
meeting was anxious to hear him ; but 
perhaps discretion was deemed the belter 
part of valor, so he dare not face the reform 
music. 

We cannot but believe that this meeting 
will have a very salutary effect. It will 
prove to the government that their move- 
ments are closely watched, and however 
one-sided Ihe policy of the government 
may be, that the inhabitants pull equally 
strong the other way. One conclusion, it is 
very advisable to draw— il is apparent trom 
the meeting, and from the Reneral lone 
of public opinion— that it would be sound 
policy to concede at once a liberal act ol 
incorporation. If it be not done, we believe 
demonstrations will be made thai will reach 
beyond the jurisdiction of Governors and 
Assemblies. The Reform party is slrong 
ill numbers, wealth, and intelligence; lar 

stronger to-day than at any previous lime. 

Its object is pure. It asks no office. It 
seeks not to live at the public expense. AH 
it requires is ihe removal of existing abuses, 

the introduction of necessary reforms; ar 

the speedy concession of liheial usage 
Willi the strength il can now bring to bear, 

nothing oan stop the adoption of the prin- 
ciples of the party, but their own il Ivity, 

The time of lame submission has gone by ; 
and we hope lo see every fortnight a demon- 
stration against the abuses and illibernhsm 
that has made tin; administration a Inn- 
lesquo on government, ami retarded ihe 
prosperity ol the country. 

The main object ol incorporation is (hat 
the people may ha enabled to attend lo their 
own atlairs. Tim morn people in new 

countries am entrusted with the manage- 
ment ol their local iiilorustH, the 1'etler it is 
done, and the mom pro»peroiiH they be- 
come- As it is now, vre are to be called to 

beai ill" buiden Of mu .icipul luvi'», with- 
out munlolpal privileges, Under toe ,; Ons 



Per Cent Tax Hill," wo are to pay taxes on 
our improvements, and yet country improve- 
ments are exempted. Under the " Street, 
Loan Bill" the town and town only is to 
be taxed to pay interest and principal. 
Were the extra revenue to be thus raised, 
summed up it would be found equivalent to 
the entire expense of the police department 
and street improvement. From this source 
the government may carry out its illiberal 
policy and meet tho local expenses of the 
town, without the laller having any voice in 
its disbursement. It is idle to say that Vic- 
toria is represented, and therefore, such 
is done with her consent. It is far from it. 
Were she fairly represented, the evil of 
which we complain might bejustly attribu- 
ted lo the voice of the people — whereas now 
it can only be laid al the door of violated 
pledges, and io our disproportionate repre- 
sentation. If we are lo pay extra laxes, let 
us be fairly represented. If the extra taxes 
are to be paid by the town, and expended 
within its boundaries, then let us, like all 
other British communities, raise them and 
expend them under the sanction of a muni- 
cipal charter. Were they raised by a 
municipal council elected by the tax-payers, 
the old English maxim thai " representation 
and taxation go together" would be carried 
out. But under ihe existing system, the 
maxim is "extra town taxation without 
representation." To submit to such a tyran- 
nical principle is to prove ourselves unfit for 
self-government. We trust, therefore, lhat 
those who were instrumental in getting up 
Saturday evening's meeting may urge the 
injustice of such doctrines upon the atten- 
tion of the Assembly with a mammoth peti- 
tion ; and not relax their efforts, but make 
demonstration after demonstration in quick 
succession till the town is incorporated, and 
other needful reforms conceded. 



Another Indian Murder. — About 1 
o'clock on Saturday morning, a half-breed 
lad, about 1-1 years of age, was stabbed and 
killed by a Stickeen Indian, employed as a 
man of all work by Mr. D'Ewes, postmaster. 
The Indian, it seems, was on his way 
home, when he met a negro, named John 
Weymes, who sold him u bottle of whisky. 
After drinking some of the trash, he got into 
a light with the Sougish Siwashes, and 
during the melee stabbed the boy alluded 
lo, and made his escape. Word was brought 
to the police barracks, and several officers 
slarted out in pursuit of the murderer. Af- 
ter searching the town all night without 
success, officer Blake, taking with him an 
Indian lo identify llie murderer, proceeded 
to Cedar Hill, and about 9 o'clock " spoiled" 
ihe chap trudging across a field. The offi- 
cer succeeded in reaching him just as he 
was joined by another Indian with an ax 
on his shoulder. The hitler showed light, 
but ihe sight of a Coil's six-shooter caused 
him to fly, ami the Stickeen surrendered 
and was marched lo jail. On Saturday, 
Coroner Dickson summoned a jury and held 
an inquest on the body. Evidence was 
taken as to the killing, which went lo show 
that the murdered lad had first struck ihe 
prisoner with a stone, and that the hitler 
then slabbed him. The jury, yesterday 
morning, returned a verdict of '• manslaugh- 
ter " against the prisoner; and aiso found 
that the negro, Weymes, who had sold the 
whisky, was an accessory before the fact. 
The negro anil thf Indian were then corn- 
milled for trial before the Court of Assizes 

From British Columbia — The steamer 
Wilson <;. Hunt, arrived from New West- 
minster on Saturday evening. The news is 
meagre. The rush lo Rock Creek continues 
unabated. From Quesnelle, the news con- 
tinues good although we have no letters 
from that quarter. A volcano is supposed 
lo have broken out about twenty-five miles 
from Port Douglas. The Indians and Chi- 
namen have bait a bloody tight on Canoe 
("reck, above Big liar— live Indians were 
killed and three Celestials. Tho latter have 
come lo Itig Bar lor protection.

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The Incorporation Resolutions. 

The following resolutions were passed at 
a public meeting held on Saturday evening 
last, at the Colonial Theatre. 

Resolved, That we recognize as one of 
the bulwarks of our liberties, the fundamen- 
tal principle of all free governments " that 
taxation and repieseutation must go to- 
gether,'-' and we hold that when a constitu- 
ency is taxed without being fairly and 
legally represented, one of the most sacred 
principles of the British Constitution is vio- 
lated, and the liberties of the people en- 
dangered. 

Resolved, That taxes, to be just, must 
bear equally on the people. 

Resolved, That we hold to the time hon- 
ored maxim of Englishmen, that it is the 
imperative duty of representatives to ex- 
press in the Legislature the wishes of their 
Constituents, ami when they cease to do so, 
they undermine the foundations of repre- 
sentative government, become traitors to 
their trust, and render themselves unworthy 
of the conlidence of freemen. 

Resolved, That under the Franchise Act, 
1851), the apportionment of members to the 
Victoria Town District, when compared on 
the basis of wealth and population with the 
representation of other electoial districts 
palpably and unjustly disproportionate, and 
that thus the Town District is inadequately 
and not fairly represented in tho Assembly. 

Resolved, That the inhabitants and elec- 
tors of Victoria justly complain of the non- 
fulfilment of the pledges of its representa- 
tives, and they take this occasion to express 
their profound disapprobation at the want 
of good faith displayed by them. 

Resolved, That the voting a large sum of 
money by a Legislature for municipal pur- 
poses, while 110 municipality exists, is an 
anomaly; an act probably unprecedented 
in the annals of legislation, as dangerous in 
principle as it is unjust in its operation. 

Resolved, That a petition be presented to 
thj; House of Assembly praying for the In- 
corporation of the Town on a liberal basis, 
and that the members for Victoria Town 
District be requested to present the petition 
and urge its immediate favorable considera- 
tion, as from the solemn pledges made by 
them, that the town should be incorporated, 
we feel we have a legitimate right to call 
on them to do so. 

Resolved, That we will not cease our en- 
deavours to remonstrate against abuses, 
whose name is legion, and if we cannot 
obtain from the local government those rea- 
sonable concessions and wholesome reforms 
necessary to the progress and prosperity of 
the country, we will appeal to a higher 
authority, the Imperial Government. 

Oregon News.* 

By tho arrival of the Pacific \vc have files 
of the Portland Advertiser to August 31, 
from which we take the following items: 

Several out-droppings of silver ore have 
been discovered upon the head-waters of the 
Molalla, a river that takes its rise at tho 
western base of the Cascade range in Clacka- 
mas county. The specimens appear very 
rich. The mines uro situated about sixty 
nilcs from Oregon City, in a southeasterly 
direction, and we learn that a numerous party 
is forming to prospect them thoroughly. 

All elderly man, named Burns, met his 
death on Tuesday, under the following cir- 
cumstances: Burns while under the influ- 
ence of liquor went to the house of one J. C. 
Jamison, aud while there became offensive 
and was ordered to leave. After some delay 
lie left taking a cup with him which Jamison 
ordered him to leave behind. Jamison then 
followed into the street, and Bums threw 
the cup at him. lie then knocked Burns 
dowmwith a club and beat him insensible, in 
which state he remained till the hour of his 
death, last evening. Jamison is under arres t. 

The steamer Col. A\ r right, while on a trip 
up the Columbia, struck a suag, and at last 
accounts was half filled with water. By the 
Julia we received a letter from a person who 
is engaged in mining at Kock Creek, ami 
who fully confirms the reports that have 
hitherto been published relative to that re- 
gion. Our informant states that several 
hundred miners are nt work in different por- 
tions of the Creek, some of whom are making 
very large wages, whilst as usual many per- 
sons are not making sufficient to board them. 
No disturbance of any kind lias yet been 
manifested by the Indians along the route, 
and the roads are reported in pretty good con- 
dition. 

John T. Jeffreys, who has just returned 
from the north, speaks very favorably of the 
gold fields in that region. Ho reports ex- 
cellent prospects on the Wonacheo, and is 
confident that rich strikes" will yet be 
made on the banks of that stream. He also 
states that the Iiritish are making strenuous 
■ciTorts to draw the Dalles trade to Fort Hope. 
Roads are being cut through, and every fa- 
cility rendered packers for the furtherance 
of this object.
